It  is  not  strange  that  we  have  had  so  many  great  writers  among  those  who  have 
spent  so  much  of  their  lives  upon  the  sea — Dana,  Melville,  Conrad,  Tomlinson,  McFee, 
Riesenberg  and  a  host  of  others.  Beauty  of  expression  is  so  akin  to  the  voice  of  the  sea. 

In  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia,  lives  and  works  one  of  the  finest  artists  in  photography 
in  the  world.  His  name  is  W.  R.  MacAskill.  His  pictures  have  been  exhibited  ail 
over  America  and  Europe.  Most  of  them  are  taken  in  the  Province  that  he  loves  so 
well  and  where  he  was  born.  He,  too,  is  a  great  lover  of  the  sea,  and  his  finest  sub- 
jects are  of  sailing  vessels,  storms  at  sea,  and  harbors  where  boats  are  as  natural  a  part 
of  the  scenery  as  the  native  rocks  that  bind  the  coast. 

Mr.  MacAskill  himself  owns  a  beautiful  sailing  boat,  The  Highlander.  We  took 
a  sail  recently  for  a  memorable  afternoon,  and  the  way  he  sailed  his  boat  reminded  me 
of  the  love  that  he  puts  into  his  pictures.  He  is  as  great  an  artist  upon  the  sea  as  he 
is  with  his  camera.  He  has  won  enough  cups  to  start  a  jewelry  store — but  he  cares 
more  for  the  love  of  sailing  than,  h^  ever  could  for  the  mere  winning  of  any  prize  in  a 
contest.  He  and  his  boat  are  one.  The  moment  that  his  sails  are  set  to  the  air  he 
becomes  a  part  of  the  sea  and  the  boat  he  loves,  and  it  is  his  greatest  pleasure  to 
transfer  this  joy  to  others. 

The  mystery  of  the  sea,  its  moods,  its  ever-changing  beauty,  its  power,  its  restless- 
ness, and  yet  its  peace.  No  wonder  so  many  are  drawn  to  its  life  and  seek  to  solve 
its  soul! 

This  summer  I  have  come  to  understand  as  never  before  the  glory  of  sailing  a 
boat.  I  own  a  small  craft,  which  I  have  named  The  Golden  Arrow.  Sailing  a  boat 
calls  for  quick  action,  a  blending  of  feeling  with  the  wind  and  water  as  well  as  with 
the  very  heart  and  soul  of  the  boat  itself.  Sailing  teaches  alertness  and  courage,  and 
gives  in  return  a  joyousness  and  peace  that  but  few  sports  afford. 

What  is  more  beautiful  than  a  sea  of  water  with  a  number  of  white-winged  boats 
skirting  its  surface?  Poetry  and  beauty  contesting  with  the  wind  and  the  waves!
